HALT IN ANTHRACITE FIELD. 


The formal order issued yesterday by the Cuik-d 


Mine "Workers of. America for a suspension of coal 
mining in the anthracite regions beginning on April 
1 had been regarded as inevitable for sonic days, 
and'it occasioned little surprise. Regrettable as is 
the fact that failure to agree upon some equitable 
adjustment of the differences between miner and 
.bpcrutor, in order that there might have been no 
interruption o[ work, the history of disturbances 
of tliis character has been such as .to offer some 
promise that the present struggle will not be a 
protracted 
one. 


In the past twelve years there have been, includ- 


ing the present situation, a total of four general 
'disturbances in the anthracite coal industry. 
In 


1900 the anthracite miners were on strike six 
,vreeks; in 1902 they were out five aud a half 
months and in 1906 
they .again suspended work 


for six weeks. In the 1900 and 1902 strikes the 
coal diggers, through the United Mine Workers of 
'America and under the leadership of John MitchcU, 
won victories by gaining an increase in wages and 
» readjustment of certain working conditions. 
. 
Throughout all these years the.committee of the 


'operators has remained practically unchanged, tho 
mine companies retaining as their representatives 
the skilled and shrewd negotiators who have fought 


. the battle for them year after year. In the case of 
the miners,/the; veteran leader, John Mitchell, is 
now displaced by. John P. "White, who is for the 
-first time at the .head of the great organization of 
workman during the adjustment of difficulties as 


: serious as at present. • 


.Both operators and miners have heen preparing 


for months for the struggle which each seems to 
have' regarded as inevitable, but it is much to bo 
hoped that some avenue of satisfactory adjustment 
'will be -found, and that, quickly. 
There is little 


'difference in point of cost to all concerned between 
a real strike and a mere "suspension." 


'• 
The favorable report of the house committee on 


interstate and foreign commerce to ascertain, the 
actual physical, valuation of the railroads of the 
.United States may come to naught, but it is one of 
ithe things for which there has been an insistent 
.public demand for many years from those who be- 


; liere the government is entitled to some knowledge 


of the operation of the public service corporation 
;whicli it creates. Movement in this direction has 
been bitterly antagonized by interests which con- 
tended that the affairs of the corporation were 
none of the general public's business, and whether 
the bill is enacted into jaw within the near future 
or not, the progress of a favorable report, is en- 
couraging. Fair appraisement, of physical valua- 
tion, with the addition of an equitable sum for fran- 
chises and what is ordinarily denominated "good 
•will." ought to enable the interstate commerce com- 
mission to arrive at a pretty accurate conclusion re- 
garding the precise volume of water in the capi- 
Jalizalion. o£ the railroads. 


the category of candidates, the mayor's generosity 
is safely without the pale of the new corrupt prac- 
tices act upon Indiana's statute books. 


While Ohio is about the work of constitution- 


building, she proposes to have all the modem im- 
provements. The provision for the initiative and 
referendum precipitated the hottest fight in th«j 
history of the constitutional convention, but it was 
adopt od by a vote of 97 to 15, again demonstrat- 
ing the fact that even a §rnall force can put up an 
imposing opposition on occasion. 
Tin; proposed 


amendment grants the voters of Ohio the right to 
initiate desired laws aud constitutional amend- 
ments, and to pass on all legislation enacted by 
the legislature. 


Mississippi's contribution to the symposium of 


frw and untrammcled expression of the popular 
will of the people as to delegates to the Chicago 
convention is also edifying. 
Not only were two 


sets of delegates chosen, but the "regular" gather- 
ing was marked by gun play in which one of the 
president's adherents resorted to the persuasive 
argument of the pistol in the effort to convince 
the Koosovclt, chairman that Mississippi repub- 
licans ought to stand by the old machine. 


One member of the New Jersey state senate is 


fathering a bill to repeal the New Jersey law 
authorizing the appointment of county mosquito 
exterminating commissions in that stale. He has 
been-doing some figuring and declares that it is 
costing between $650,000 and $700,000, which he 
regards as outrageous. 'Unless the Xcw Jersey 
mosquito has been cruelly libelled, his elimination 
ought to be worth the monev. 


Voters in Michigan this fall will register their 


lionvictions upon a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment which extends the ballot to women. The bill 
providing for the submission of the question, which 
passed the Michigan bouse earlier in tho week, was 
carried in the senate Thursday by a vote of 75 to 
19. The movement has had the strong support of 
Governor Chase Osborn. 


"With the stock of the Standard Oil company of 


Kentucky leaping from $320 to $1,000 per share 
in the course of .a "few days, the oil magnates are 
doubtless willing to undergo another attack and 
somo more dissolution in conformity, with the re- 
quirements of the Sherman anti-trust IHW.

THE BUSINESS SYSTEM OF CITY GOVERNMENT. 


Editor of the. Sentinel:

I have been surprised 'daring the past day or so to -find that 


some wnll-known and usually well-iinformcd business men of 
Hiis city have confusion of wind in respect of tho Business 
System of Government for cities .and tlie. Commission fornrof 
Government, upon which latter public attention has been 
centered by reason of the, political riots in Rock Island, 111. 
The. two systems sirs not alike. They differ in fundamentals 
•uid in form, ns much as the Commission plnn differs from 
the. older systems which it lins replaced. It ia because the 
test development of the Commission plan is itself afflicted 
with some of the, inherent weaknesses which it was designed 
to correct that those who nrc advocating the Business System 
undertook to devise a plnn which would afford a practical 
remedy for the evils which underlie tltc older form of the 
city rule. From ;i pamphlet recently published by tlie Busi- 
ness System of City Government committee, I take this state- 
ment:' 


"The Business Plan" goes beyond that "Commis- 


sion Form" familiar to the public as tbe, "Dcs Monies 
Plan." Good government may be bad under the "Dcs 
Mo'mes Flan." anil -\vhilc it offers improvement, the 
best results arc not necessarily a sequence of that 
form, ns some failures bear witness. 
The evils of 


the older forms are not corrected under that form, 
although they nrc to a considerable degree modified^ 
1'arlisanisni is much restrained, but not abolished, 
and l!)c important principle of continuing efficiency 
is not essentially provided for." 


Tlic Business System is unlike the Commission Form. 
It 


extinguishes partisan organ!Eations and divisions in munici- 
pal politics. Under its operation there could not .irise. such 
a situation as has distracted and disgraced the Illinois city. 
That was an old-time political shindy of the sort winch two or 
three, generations ago ivas common in New York and Phila- | 
dolphin and somewhat later in San 1'raucisco and some other j 
American cities. Under the Commission Form the partisan ! 
clement in city politics is not extinct. Under the Business ' 
System it will become- so.

"In tbe good old days" an Incalcula- 


ble amount of .good timber was de- 
stroyed in this way. It was not missed 
at the time, for trees grew almost 
everywhere, and lumber was not to 
much of an item as it is at present 
The forests had to go in order to 
blaze the way for agricultural devel- 
opment. There was no especial de- 
mand for timber, and vast areas of It 
were cut down and burned, that th« 
land owner might prepare for growing 
corn or tobacco. Much of this timber 
might have been saved if the farmer 
had cleared his land on . any sys- 
tematic plan, and would have niada 
him independent in his later years. 
He did not realize the importance of 
conservation, so he cut and slashed 
indiscriminately, and the coon hunt- 
ers helped him, along with the hicXory 
nut hunters, tie chestnut hunters, the 
grape gatherers, the seekers after 
slippery elm bark and a great variety 
of hunters engaged In denuding the 
wooded lands of their products.

Israel from Egyptian bondage and his 
entrance into the dignity and destiny of 
national life.

Here two million |«ople 


walked forth »s free citizens without a 
drop of blood having been split or a 
sword unsheathed. The main character- 
istic of its celebration lias always been 
domestic; in the homes the families and 
the invited friends gather on the first 
and second evenings to recount in soug 
aud story ami amid appropriate sym- 
bolism the deliverance of .Israel. 'The 
main symbols of this Seder service are 
the roasted lamb bone, reminding them 
of the lamb each Israelite slaughtered 
as a. sacrifice of the Covenant; second, 
the Mazzah or unleavened bread to ue 
*»ten during the whole week, recalling 
not only the hasty preparation 
with 


which they hurried out of Kgypt, but 
also their absolute, reliance upon tiod 
and readiness to trust in }lis leadership 
of them; wd the bitter herbs suggest- 
ing vividly .the bitter life of their fore- 
fathers in Egypt., which, even today, 
have not lo«t their poignant application. 
Two other symbols of the table decora- 
tions ought to be noted: namely, the 
four cups of wine allowed to each one 
arc strong reminders of the four-fold 
phra*> iu which God couched the first 
''Declaration of Independence," and the 
cup of wine meant for the prophet Kli- 
jah, who. always 
present 
in spirit, 


brought ever anew the message of un- 
dying hope of the Messianic reign of 
universal justice, 
freedom 
and peace. 


The Feast of the Passover has not lost 
its thrilling significance to the modern 
.Jew. To those still pining in. slavery in 
Kussia and Roumania, it sings the song 
of ultimate redemption, while to those 
Jiving under the blessed (Ing of freedom 
it teaches thu ceaseless lesson of grati- 
tude together with an appreciation of 
the higher civic duties and responsi- 
bilities of countitutional liberty.

ACT 


Everybody Should Be Awake 


To the Editor of The Sentinel:—I have 


been requested by a number of people to 
say something in 
<HK> of my letters 


about the so-called corrupt practice act, 
and how it will affect, the coming pri- 
mary election. 


It has long been felt that the unscru- 


pulous raudid»t« had a great advantage, 
especially at the nominating convention,' 
over his more honorable competitor, be- 
cause of his willingness to do things and 
spend money thut ought not to b« done, 
or spent, if one was looking to the best 
interests of his party, or thn honorable 
performance of the duties of the office 
he seeks. 


These corrupt practices g»ve the n»mn 


to the law in question, and the fact that 
a certain candidate for judge of the./s i- 
iireme court refused to pay what he 
deemed MU exorbitant assessment, much 
arger than was necessary to secure an 
lonest election, caused the legislators to 
nsert in the law special provisions pro- 
hibiting everybody from soliciting money 
from a judge or 2 candidate for a, judi 
cial position, and «l»o prohibiting a can- 
didate for a judgeship entering uito thy 
pull and h*nl of a contest. 


The legislature of 1911 passed a cor- 


rupt practice act, applicable, to all cau- 
cuses and primary elections, as well as 
the general elections. 
It requires all 


campaigns to be made through political 
lommittees or agents, requiring them to 
keep an exact account of all money thcv 
pay out. 
See Acts of 1911, pages 288 


and 289. 


Section 4. page 291, makes it unlawful 


for "any political committee to solicit 
contributions from any candidate for any 
office or from any person desiring to be-

lie office, or of any political party. 


Section 5. page 202, declares that "no 


person, other than «, treasurer or political 
agent, shall pay any of the expenses of 
any election, caucus or primary election," 
except that "a candidate may pay hi» 
own expenses for postage, telegrams, 
telephone, stationery, 
letters, circular 


letters, printing, cxpressago aud travel- 
ling * * • • that all contributions 
shall be expended in accordance with and 
subject to the provisions and restrictions 
of this act,.and prvicled that such con- 
tributions shall not be solicited from 
any candidate, for office," etc. 


Section 6, paga 293, declares it to b« 


lawful for a. treasurer to spend monoy 
for the following expenses, and none 
other: 


"A. Hiring hulls and music for con- 


ventions, public meetings,- etc." 


"B. Printing and circulating politlca' 


articles, ete." 


"C. Printing and distributing sampli 


ballot*, etc," 


"D. Of renting rooms for headquarters 


etc." 


"E. Compensating 
clerks, stenogra- 


phers, employed in committee rooms 
oliallengers, watchers, etc., employed ii 
the registrating or voting room*, or a' 
the polle." 


"P. Traveling expenses .of public speak 


ers, etc." 


"Ci. Necessary postage, telegrams 


conveyance charge for carrying sick am 
infirm persons to and from the polls 
etc." 


"H. The costs and expenses of mes 


songera from the state to the comity 
committees, and for other expenses."

'Every person shall be guilty of corrupt

or indirectly by himself or by another, 
five or offer, or promise to any person, 
my ffift, advantage. pvefiTinent, enter 
iiininonl. aid. emolument, or any valua- 
ble thing, for the purpose of procuring 
any person to veto or refrain from vot- 
ing for or against any person, nt any 
election, primary or convention; and any 
candidate for judge or who shall directly 
or indirectly contribute or promise, any 
money or other valuable thing, to any 
political agent, treasurer or c'ummiUvu 
or to any person to defray or liolp to- 
wards defraying the costs of any cam- 
paign or election, and every person, who 
before, during or after the election or 
primary election, either directly or indi- 
rectly gives or promises, or pays wholly, 
or in part, the expenses of giving or pro- 
viding any meat, drink, untcriainmenl. 
or" provision to or for any person to in- 
fluence that porton to give or refrain 
from giving his vote, etc. * * * * 
shall be guilty and filled not less Ihaii 
$300 or more'than #1,000, or iniprismi- 
ment for one year or both, aud bo iti- 
eligibhs to any public office." 


This law is plain. 'Under it, no can-, 


didato has a right to hire men or con- 
veyances to help elect liimsclf, neither 
Can any candidate knowingly permit his 
friends so to do. Those things that have 
been commonly done to arouse enthusi- 
asm and get the friends of B. candidate 
to the polls are to cease under this law. 


Every man who desires to help a friend 


to get an office can do so provided he do 
so without any reward, favor or expec- 
tancy thereof from the candidate. 


The democratic central committee in- 


formed me that all the candidates havo 
agreed to obey the law to its fullest ex- 
tent. This is as it should be, and T most 
sincerely agree to ik In fact, I nnrsomc- 
what of the opinion thrit if any candi- 
date for judge so far forgets himself 
and the exalted'position lie is running 
for as to violate cither directly or indi- 
rectly any of the positive enactments or 
the intent of this law, he would most 
certainly exhibit characteristics 'that 
would most certainly disqualify him 
from filling the position. T. hope every 
one is fully awake to the situation, ami 
if they bear or know of any candidate 
for judge, either directly or indirectly, 
disobeying the provisions of this corrupt 
practice net. they will refuse tn votn for 
him, even if they had formerly been in- 
clined so to-do.'
